CONFER IN BOSTON 


Consideration of Currency Bill 


an Important Theme, 


REPRESENT SMALL BANKS, 


'Five Thousand Bankers 
From All 


Parts of the Country Also Confer. 
Meeting of American Bankers' As- 
sociation Called Primarily to Discuss 
Currency Legislation — Busy Program. 


Boston, Oct. 7.— A meeting of country 


bankers stands out as the first Impor- 
tant event in connection with the thir- 
ty-ninth annual convention of the 
American Bankers' association, which 
lias brought nearly 5,000 bankers from 
all parts of the country to Boston. 
This meeting was called by a number 
of country bankers for the purpose of 
discussing the currency bill now before 
congress. 


"Thus far," said Gordon Jones, pres- 


ident of the First National bank of 
Littleton, Colo., and one of the signers 
•of the call, "the bill has been consider- 
ed mainly from the viewpoint of the 
large banks In the reserve cities. It is 
tteslred to give tbe country bankers an 
opportunity to consider certain fea- 
tures which apply particularly to their 
own bnslness. 
By country backs Is 


meant the small banks, those of $250,- 
000 capital and less, the little fellows 
In the one and two and three bank 
towns, out on the agricultural and in- 
dustrial Bring line. Such banks corn- 
JpOBe at least 75 per cent of all the 
1>anks of the United States."

It Is Ultimate Independence, Qovcrnol 


Harrison Tells Them. 


Mnulia. Oct. ".--Francis Burton Hap 


riiKin of N«w York, the newly appoint 
«d Koveroor genera! of the Philip- 
pines, arrived here. 


Governor General HarrUon delivered 


an address which embodied instruc- 
tion* received from President Wilson 
through Secretary GarrUou. stating 
broadly the administration's policy to- 
ward the Philippines. 
The Instruc- 


tions declared that every step would 
be taken with a view to the ultimate 
Independence of the Islands; also it 
was announced that the first step, to 
be taken at once, will be to give na- 
tive citlxeua the majority in the ap- 
pointive commission and thus a ma- 
jority in both bouses of the Philippine 
legislature. 


A remarkably simple method of test- 


ing tbe purity of tea for coloring mat- 
ter la to nse an ordinary table knife 
and a sheet of white paper upon whicb 
a small quantity of tbe tea to be testet 
is placed. The teals then rubbed In wit( 
the knife. When the leaves have beet 
reduced to a powder the paper la dust- 
ed clean with a brush made of common 
bristles and Its surface examined with 
the naked eye or a microscope. If the 
tea Is artificially colored little spots or 
streaks of vivid Prussian blue will ap- 
pear in tbe fiber of the paper. These 
•tains are so distinct In their coloring 
that they cannot possibly be confused 
with any other stain that may be in he 
>aper.—New York Presa.

towns, out on the agricultural and in- 
dustrial Bring line. Such banks corn- 
JpOBe at least 75 per cent of all the 
1>anks of the United States."

It Is Ultimate Independence, Qovcrnol 


Harrison Tells Them.

riiKin of N«w York, the newly appoint 
«d Koveroor genera! of the Philip- 
pines, arrived here. 


Governor General HarrUon delivered 


an address which embodied instruc- 
tion* received from President Wilson 
through Secretary GarrUou. stating 
broadly the administration's policy to- 
ward the Philippines. 
The Instruc- 


tions declared that every step would 
be taken with a view to the ultimate 
Independence of the Islands; also it 
was announced that the first step, to 
be taken at once, will be to give na- 
tive citlxeua the majority in the ap- 
pointive commission and thus a ma- 
jority in both bouses of the Philippine 
legislature. 


A remarkably simple method of test- 


ing tbe purity of tea for coloring mat- 
ter la to nse an ordinary table knife 
and a sheet of white paper upon whicb 
a small quantity of tbe tea to be testet 
is placed. The teals then rubbed In wit( 
the knife. When the leaves have beet 
reduced to a powder the paper la dust- 
ed clean with a brush made of common 
bristles and Its surface examined with 
the naked eye or a microscope. If the 
tea Is artificially colored little spots or 
streaks of vivid Prussian blue will ap- 
pear in tbe fiber of the paper. These 
•tains are so distinct In their coloring 
that they cannot possibly be confused 
with any other stain that may be in he 
>aper.—New York Presa.
